NOTES - The 
state’s General Rev enue Fund 
will soon reach the low point 
prophesied by Gov . Samdel H. 
Shapiro and leg islativ e leaders 
of both political parties last 
J uly , noted the Tax pay ers’ Fed­ 
eration of Illinois today . 
With 
the balance in this fund about to 
dip below $20 million, the g ov ­ 
ernor, this week, transferred $30 
million to the fund from 
the 
Motor Fuel Tax reserv e of mu­ 
nicipalities, counties, townships 
and road districts. 


Last J uly a tentativ e prog ram 
was worked out by the g ov ernor 
and leg islativ e leaders to allay 
a shortag e in the fund caused 
chiefly by the Serv ice Occupa­ 
tion Tax on four industries be­ 
ing held unconstitutional, by the 
Illinois Supreme Court. The ten­ 
tativ e 
prog ram 
authorized 
a 
transfer of not to ex ceed $60 
million from the Motor Fuel 
Tax reserv e of local g ov ern­ 
ments, froze capital improv e­ 
ments that were not strictly of 
an imminent nature, and put in­ 
to practice an austerity pro­ 
g ram on state spending . Will 
this plan g et the state prog rams 
throug h the nex t biennial pe­ 
riod? The answer is “ no.” 


Why ? Because the prog rams 
on the book will cost more. The 
19 67 -69 appropriation for the op­ 
erating funds of institutions of 
hig her learning is $59 2,601,824; 
the 19 69 -7 1 request for same is 
$9 7 7 ,8 62,57 5, an increase request­ 
ed

$385,260,7 51; 
< money 
comes from the General Rev e­ 
nue Fund and Income Fund 
sources); the capital ex pendi­ 
ture requests for such institu­ 
tions is some $54 million more 
than the current biennium. Add­ 
ed to this is the fact that the 
public aid prog rams will need 
a deficiency or supplemental 
appropriation 
of 
around $100 
million in the early day s of the 
7 6th General Assembly , which 
conv enes in J anuary , 
to com­ 
plete this biennium; the causes 
of such a supplemental are the 
federal court ruling holding the 
one y ear residence requirement 
to g et on such prog rams uncon­ 
stitutional and the rising costs 
of such material items as med­ 
icine. Then too, according to 
present statute, prov ision will 
hav e to be made by the Leg is­ 
lature to repay the $60 million 
back to the Motor Fuel Tax re­ 
serv e of local g ov ernments dur­ 
ing the 7 6th biennial period.

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Commissioners 
Debate Tree 
Planting Issue 


An ex tended debate ov er the 
tree-planting prog ram sug g ested 
by Street Commissioner J ames 
G. Burke at the City Council 
meeting Nov . 13 was carried on 
Tuesday nig ht when 
Finance 
Commissioner Walter P. Lohse 
took issue with any plan to 
plant trees on priv ate property 
financed with tax money . 
The 
conv ersation 
between 
them came down to the question 
what are the g uidelines which 
should be followed when decid­ 
ing a function becomes a re­ 
sponsibility of city g ov ernment. 
Lohse noted tax pay ers defeat­ 
ed the forestry tax referendum 
in 19 65 and said this should be 
a messag e to the council not to 
take oh the prog ram at city ex - 
,pense. 
Burke countered by noting the 
19 61 omnibus referendum, which 
was 
soundly 
defeated, 
had 
included curbs and g utters and 
street lig hts, among other items. 
“ The defeat of that proposal 
didn’t stop the city from contin­ 
uing . to construct and rebuild 
curbs and g utters and put up 
street lig hts on First Street,” 
Burke charg ed. 


Lohse ag reed that street build­ 
ing and maintenance is a proper 
responsbility 
of 
city 
g ov ern­ 
ment, “ but that doesn’t mean 
ev ery thing which mig ht be pro­ 
posed in a referendum can be 
considered 
as 
a 
project we 
should 
undertake 
using 
tax 
funds,” he declared. 
Burke arg ued the d ty has a 
responsibility to do something 
about a problem which is com­ 
munity -wide and which no one 
is “ doing any thing about.” 
Lohse asserted there are more 
than 1,500 shade trees being 
planted in the city each y ear 
and said, “ I cannot ag ree that 
nothing is being done about our 
tree problem.” 
In presenting his objections, 
Lohse had quoted from a city 
ordinance which prohibits prop­ 
erty owners from planting trees 
closer than fiv e feet to city 
property . 
He ex plained this was to keep 
trees from g rowing under utility 
lines; from tree roots g rowing 
under sidewalks and uprooting 
them, and to keep trees far 
enoug h from the street that 
should it be widened trees would 
not hav e to be remov ed. 
Lohse declared he is for plant­ 
ing trees and counseled that any 
project entered into should hav e 
planning by a professional for­ 
ester. 
Finally Lohse reflected and 
said, “ I don’t really know what 
y our proposal is, but I am op­ 
posed to using public money to 
plant trees on priv ate prop­ 
erty .” 


In reply , Burke said he had 
not submitted a detailed pro­ 
posal. 


“ All I know,” he said, “ is 
that 3,000 is a conserv ativ e esti­ 
mate of the number of trees 
lost either to the Dutch Elm 
disease or street construction. 
“ What I really want is trees 
replanted 
in 
the 
city -owned 
parkway s, but if that is not pos­ 
sible, I fav or mov ing the plant­ 
ing s back from the street onto 
the owner’s property . 
“ If taking trees out in front 
of residences is 
not stopped 
soon, all the trees in town will 
be in back y ards.” 


Burke asserted that around 
any square block in the city one 
can find at least eig ht tree 
stumps on city property . 


May or Georg e Lindquist of­ 
fered to read the poem, “ A 
Tree,” by J oy ce Kilmer. 
In other business, Burke in­ 
formed the council the State 
Department of Public Health 
has rejected the Crombie prop­ 
erty for use as a landfill. 


There had been some thoug ht 
to rev iv e the y ear-old idea to 
locate a landfill west of Nelson. 
Lindquist noted that about 7 0 
acres of the Green Riv er Ord­ 
nance land is to be sold on 
sealed bids and said he had 
asked the General Serv ices Of­ 
fice if there is any objectiqp to 
the city acquiring the property 
for a landfill. 


In other business, the council 
accepted the bid of Mullery 
Ford Sales Inc. for supply ing a 
new police car for $2,19 5, net 
trade-in price. 


The council unanimously ap­ 
prov ed the resolution of the Pub­ 
lic Building Commission that the 
site of a new law enforcement 
building be at the location of the 
present County J ail.

But one of the 
mortar attacks, on a nig ht bi­ 
v ouac of U.S. 1st Div ision infan 
try men 24 miles north of Sai* 
g on, was followed by a g round 
attack by 15 e n e m y soldiers 
hurling g renades and blazing 
away with machine g uns.

A South Vietnamese spokes 
man said that the town shelled 
was Camlo, 10 miles below the de­ 
militarized zone, which was hit by 
35 mortar rounds. One American 
serv iceman and six South Viet­ 
namese civ ilians were wounded.

—Thundering ex plosions ripped 
throug h a rich coal mine early 
today , trapping as many as 7 5 
miners. But the Marion County 
sheriff’s office and coal compa­ 
ny officials said 21 had been lo­ 
cated or rescued. 


Smoke and fire billowed from 
one entrance to the mine and 
smoke clog g ed others. 
Sehriff Robert 
Tennant said 
eig ht men had been found at the 
bottom of a shaft and were 
scooped out, two at a time, by a 
bucket lowered into the shaft by 
a crane. 


The mine is the Mountaineer 
Coal Company ’s No. 9 located 
just west of Manning ton in the 
coal 
country of north-central 
West Virg inia, near the Penn 
sy lv ania state line. Mountaineer 
is the state’s third larg est coal 
producing company and is a di­ 
v ision of Consolidation Coal Co. 


Mountaineer president Dav e 
Dav is said 13 miners had come 
out of the mine at the slope 
opening near the coal prepara­ 
tion plant. 


“ The sev erity of the ex plosiv e 
forces in the Llewelly n portal 
area were of such g reat mag ni­ 
tude as to place in jeopardy the 
liv es of the employ es working in 
the 
immediate 
area,” 
Dav is 
said. 
The company said 360 men 
work the mine in three shifts. 
The more than 7 0 men on the 
third shift were due off about 
7 :30 a.m. (EST). But the first 
ex plosion rumbled throug h the 
ong shaft about an hour and a 
lialf earlier. 


Wiv es and children of the 
miners rushed to the entrance, 


as did rescue teams from across 
the area. 


Tennant said sev en to nine 
men reached the surface safely 
just after the first blast. Thj 
force of the blast, Tennant said, 
blew 
machinery 
throug h 
the 
Llewelly n portal and destroy ed 
it. 


Rescuers concentrated on the 
Farming ton portal, about one 
mile from the Llewelly n en­ 
trance. 


West Virg inia Gov . Hulett C. 
Smith said in Charleston that he 
sent mine ex perts to the scene 
and that he had receiv ed an of­ 
fer of assistance from Washing ­ 
ton. 


Tennant said the first ex plo­ 
sion was just before 6 a.m. 
(EST) but he added there were 
“ at least” two more ex plosions 
around 8 :30 a.m.

State Mines Director Elmer 
Workman rushed to the scene to 
direct rescue efforts.

ples ancl peaches. 


Alv in Eckert founded the or­ 
chards on Turkey Hill a half 
century ago and his three sons 
hav e carried on the tradition as 
well as dev eloped a modern su­ 
permarket operation to dispense 
a quarter of a million bushels 
of fruit y early . 


Their wiv es and Mrs. Alv in 
Eckert, liv ing in the midst of 
v ast orchards, hav e long been 
known for their culinary skills 
in the use of apples in v aried 
and unusual recipes. These hav e 
now been collected in a hand­ 
some little booklet and here are 
two which I find delightful. 


The first is Pinwheel Meatloaf 
incorporating a distinctiv e ap­ 
ple taste to this familiar dish. 
Start with 
2 pounds 
freshly 
ground beef. Salt and pepper to 
taste 
and roll out to 
Te-inch 
thickness between 2 pieces of 
wax ed paper. Remov e the top 
paper. 


Combine 1 
up sliced onion, 
sauted and drained, with 2 cups 
finely chopped apples, H cup 
dry bread crumbs, 2 teaspoons 
sage, and 2 tablespoons sugar. 
Spread the onion-apple combina­ 
tion on the meat and roll in jel- 
ly -roll fashion. Place in shallow 
pan and bake 1 hour at 350 de­ 
grees. Makes 6 serv ings. 


The second makes a dessert 
which is not too heav y but has 
wonderful ey e and taste appeal. 
Chop % cup fresh orange with 
rind and mix with 
cup pre­ 
pared mincemeat. Core but do 
not peel 6 large apples, such as 
winesap, stay men, or J onathan. 


Pack the cores with the or­ 
anges and mincemeat. Arrange 
in a baking dish. Mix 
cup but­ 
ter with Vi cup white sugar un­ 
til light and fluffy . Add 1 well- 
beaten egg, 1 tablespoon grated 
lemon rind, 3 tablespoons lemon 
juice, and 3 tablespoons water. 
Blend this mix ture then pour 
ov er the stuffed apples. 


Bake uncov ered about 30 min­ 
utes at 350 degrees, basting oc­ 
casionally . Serv e hot with the 
sauce spooned ov er the apples.

To hear them tell it, the y ou ng people in Stu ­ 
dents for a Democratic Society and other grou p­ 
ings of the New Left are freedom-fighters who 
wou ld create a brav e new world for all men. That 
the ex act opposite is tru e becomes ev ident after 
any su stained discu ssion with SDS members or 
their allies. And this can be docu mented by read­ 
ing articles on the su bject, as 
well as the stu dy prepared for 
the United States Senate.. 
I was ex posed recently to 
sev eral hou rs of SDS talk and 
argu ment. It was a startling and 
edu cational ex perience. For I 
learned 1) that ev en these lead­ 
ers of the mov ement are re­ 
mark ably ignorant of ev ery thing 
bu t a few slogans they repeat ad 
infinitu m. When they are ask ed 
back away . 2) I learned that their approach is to­ 
tally reactionary and negativ e. They hav e nothing 
to offer ex cept calls for destru ction. They u se 
words withou t k nowing their meaning and then con­ 
fess this ignorance while continu ing to misu se the 
words. 
One of the SDS members in the panel on Wash­ 
ington's Channel 14 proclaimed himself a Marx ist. 
Bu t be k new nothing abou t the theory of su rplu s 
v alu e, dialectical materialism, the roots of Marx ­ 
ism in the Hegelian my stiq u e, or the v ast miscal­ 
cu lations that Marx made in his prognostications 
of the fu tu re cou rse of the Indu strial Rev olu tion. 
Wnen pressed, this y ou ng man said, “All right, I'm 
not a Marx ist.’* 
The New Left holds as its ideologu e-in-chief 
Prof. Herbert Marcu se. This is as it shou ld be, 
since intolerance is the hah mark of SDS think ing. 
Bu t these y ou ng people did not k now that Mr. 
Marcu se had codified their intolerance by preach­ 
ing that free speech be withdrawn from any in­ 
div idu al or grou p which disagrees specifically with 
him and in general with the New Left. (The SDS 
spok esmen on the panel called u s “fascist" becau se 
we disagreed with them.) 
It is not only this totalitarian tu rn of mind that 
distingu ishes the New Left. It is basically anti- 
intellectu al, which accou nts for the gru dging re­ 
spect some of its members hav e for former Gov . 
George Wallace. The New Left is against schools, 
against book s, against any k ind of edu cation ex cept 
what y ou pick u p fighting in the streets or rolling 
in the hay . They are against all progress, against 
all change—which is why they destroy . 
Prof. Zbigniew Brzezinsk i of Colu mbia Univ er­ 


sity has said that the New Left rebels are not 
rev olu tionaries, bu t cou nter-rev olu tionaries. 
And he eq u ates them, q u ite properly , with the 
Lu ddites of England, those agrarians thru st into 
the new indu strial society whose answer to the 
miseries of those dev eloping times was to destroy 
the machines that ev entu ally gav e the world its 
rising standard of liv ing and the work er a fiv e- 
day week where once he labored for a pittance 
throu ghou t the sev en day s. 
“Some of the recent u pheav als hav e been led 
by people who increasingly will hav e no role to 
play m the new technocratic society ," Prof. Brze­ 
zinsk i say s. “Their reaction reflects both a con­ 
sciou s and. ev en more important, an u nconsciou s 
realization that they are themselv es becoming his­ 
torically absolete." Hence their y earning for an 
idy llic past in natu re that nev er really ex isted. 
Natu re, u nless dominated, is bru tal and bru tish. 
The hippies most notably reflect this swing 
into the past. Their nomadism, their long hair- 
u nmanageable in an indu strial society —are both 
indicativ e and sy mbolic. So, too, is their worship 
of repressiv e regimes and dictatorial leaders—Red 
China, Cu ba, Lenin, Mao. and Fidel. Repression 
and the su rrender of the political will are regres­ 
siv e—a k inds of retu rn to the womb. 
The hippies are on the way ou t. They are no 
longer as “in" as they once were. Their shenani­ 
gans hav e begu n to bore people, and for an “in" 
grou p, that's the final condemnation. Bu t the hip­ 
pies are only a part of the New Left. Inclu ded also 
are tou gh minded and iron-motiv ated y ou ng lead­ 
ers who hope to u nleash the destru ctiv e forces of 
the New Left, thereby preparing the grou nd for a 
totalitarian tak eov er. They hav e been able to 
manipu late stu dent sentiment and to bewilder the 
y ou nger people of the nation. 
These cadres are the real danger. For as the 
hippies and the other politically soft elements with­ 
draw, the cadres will begin to form the cells that 
will bring reaction and dictatorship to America. 
Charles Su ssk ind, an engineering professor at the 
Univ ersity of California, said of a New Left dem­ 
onstration: “Their methods look to me mu ch more 
lik e those of the Nazi stu dents whom I saw (in 
Germany ) in the 1930s harassing deans, hou nding 
professors and their families, mak ing pu blic dis­ 
tu rbances, and interfering with lectu res u ntil only 
professors sy mpathetic with the Nazi cau se re­ 
mained." 
Call it the New Left—bu t at the ewe there is 
alway s that regressiv eness common to both Red 
and Brown fascism.

These are commonly called 
Holly wood splints and are pri­ 
marily u sed to cov er u p discol­ 
ored or crook ed teeth, or those 
which look u nbeau tifu l in the 
ey e of the mov ie or TV camera. 
After all, y ou might ev en get 
tu rned off seeing Gina Lollobri- 
gida posing in a Ru di Gernreich 
swimsu it if she flashed crook ­ 


ed, 
brown teeth 
when 
she 
smiled at y ou . 
Holly wood splints are wafer- 
thin, haix i plastic v eneers that 
fit ov er the natu ral teeth, tint­ 
ed and shaped to giv e any de­ 
sired look . They are attached 
in a v ariety of 
way s 
bu t 
strppçrt.h and fu nction and per- 
nu R* ,ce are not their basic v ir­ 
tu es. They are for show—for 
cosmetic effect. You 'd better 
slip them ou t before biting into 
a clu b sandwich. 
This ty pe of splint probably 
originated with 
the 
“terror" 
teeth that were made for mov ie 
freak s, su ch as King Kong. Ter­ 
ror teeth are also v eneers which 
fit ov er natu ral teeth. They are 


u sed to enlarge ey e teeth and 
misshape the front teeth 
to 
mak e them as hideou s as pos­ 
sible. 


Freak teeth are u su ally bu lk y , 
bu t within prescribed limits; not 
too long or too crook ed becau se 
that wou ld alter one’s speech 
which is, of cou rse, u ndesirable 
in the theater. 


This is a minor problem with 
cosmetic splints since they can 
be made thin enou gh not to in 
terfere with normal speech. All

The av erage Univ ersity of In­ 
diana stu dent mu st spend $2,000 
for a nine-month y ear there. 
This inclu des tu ition, room and 
board, book s, special fees and 
incidentals—all a necessary cost 
of college. 
Moreov er, if y ou hav e a baby 
in y ou r family , that child will 
be ready to go to college in 
1986. By then, at the rate the 
cost of edu cation is increasing, 
it will cost parents an estimat­ 
ed $25 ,000 to send that child 
throu gh 
a 
fou r-y ear college 
cou rse. 
I find here that du ring the 
past 10 y ears enrollment in Cali­ 
fornia state colleges is u p 397 
per cent and operating costs 
and 
capital ex penditu res 
are 
both u p 260 per cent. 
Pu blicly 
su bsidized 
institu ­ 
tions can offset most of the in­ 
creased operating and ex pan­ 
sion costs by tapping the tax ­ 
pay ers. Bu t priv ate institu tions 
can only boost tu itions, already 
felt to be at almost-u ntenable 
lev els. 
Du ring the past 10 y ears col­ 
lege 
and 
u niv ersity bu dgets 
hav e increased at the av erage 
rate of 10 per cent a y ear. Du r­ 
ing the nex t 10 y ears, in line 
with costs, college tu itions are 
ex pected to dou ble to $4,000. 
Meanwhile, the av erage tu ition 
cov ers only abou t one-third of 
what it costs a college to edu ­ 
cate a stu dent. 
Endowment income and con­ 
tribu tions alik e are falling fu r­ 
ther and fu rther behind. In fact, 
althou gh Yale is 
the word’s 
third most richly endowed u ni­ 
v ersity , Yale has been forced to 
start committing the highly u n­ 
desirable deed of spending some 
of her endowment principal. 
And Harv ard made the grade 
last y ear only by deriv ing a fu ll 
37 per cent of its 1967 income 
from gov ernment sou rces. 
The indicated hope for su rv i­ 
v al is the endowments’ pu r­ 
chase of common stock s. Stan­ 
ford is a heav y stock holder, and 
Harv ard, 
for ex ample,* now 
owns 275 ,000 shares of General 
Motors. The Univ ersity of Ro­ 
chester has increased its endow­ 
ment fu nd’s mark et v alu e from 
$81 million to $346 million and 
made itself the fifth wealthiest 
u niv ersity in the cou ntry chiefly 
throu gh shares in Rochester- 
based Eastman Kodak and Xe­ 
rox . 
A U.S. Office of Edu cation 
su rv ey of 135 institu tions fou nd 


their portfolios now av erage 54 
per cent in common stock s com­ 
pared to 38 per cent in 1950. 
Some show as high as 80 per 
cent, -which seems the ceiling, 
and IBM is the largest holding, 
followed by General Motors and 
Standard Oil of New Jersey . 


The issu e itself rather than 
the du ration it is held consti­ 
tu tes the essence of risk . Hold­ 
ing something for y ears on end 
doesn’t necessarily constitu te a 
conserv ativ e inv estor, nor do 
pu rchases and sales within rea­ 
sonable times mean a specu la­ 
tor. Bu y ing a stock for $20 and 
selli\g it for $40 y ields the same 
gain after six months as if it 
were held for y ears, ex cept that 
this releases the capital for re­ 
inv estment in another issu e in 
which the bu y er can hope to re- 


peat 
the 
su ccess. 
And, 
of 
cou rse, edu cational institu tions 
pay no income or capital-gains 
tax and thu s need not be influ ­ 
enced ev en by the six -months 
period. The av erage tu rnov er 
rate of heir portfolios 
ru ns 
abou t 5 .5 per cent a y ear. 
A Boston Fu nd su rv ey finds 
that the av erage mark et y ield is 
only 3.8 per cent Bu t, faced by

Here at Stanford and else­ 
where this dominates today ’s 
edu cational endowment think ing 
while institu tions try to ex tri­ 
cate themselv es from the pit in­ 
to which costs and ex pansion 
hav e hu rled them.

U.S. Ro le o f 
Pea ce Keeper

WASHINGTON (NEA) — It is 
already clear that Nix on as 
president will be no warhawk in 
world affairs. 
In Vietnam he is on record 
as fav oring a peace in which 
members of the Viet Cong cou ld 
v ote and participate in gov ern­ 
ment, prov iding they gav e u p 
the u se of force and agreed to 
accept democratic processes. He 
is, howev er, against a coalition 
gov ernment as u nwork able. 
From all that can be learned, 
Nix on is dead set against the 
United States tak ing u nilateral 
action in foreign cou ntries, as in 
Vietnam. 
He believ es the primary re­ 
sponsibility for containing Cu ba 
shou ld be on the Organization of 
American States or by regional 
secu rity agreements by Latin 
powers. 
The 
United 
States 
wou ld assist su ch' mu lticou ntry 
arrangements, not ju mp in on 
its own, as in the Dominican 
Repu blic. 
In Asia, if Nix on has his way , 
the United States wou ld co-oper­ 
ate with regional secu rity ar­ 
rangements made by Asian na­ 
tions, with Japan assu ming a 
growing leadership role. These 
area pacts presu mably wou ld 
replace cou ntry -by -cou ntry ar­ 
rangements. 
It is Nix on’s thesis that su ch 
secu rity arrangements, similar 
to NATO, bu t with Latin-Ameri- 
can and Asian leadership, wou ld 
do mu ch to discou rage fu tu re 
inv asions. If war did come, the 
U.S. role hopefu lly wou ld be far 
less than in Vietnam or Korea. 
Nix on has said: 
“Other na­ 
tions mu st recognize that the 
role of the United States as 
world policeman is lik ely to be 
limited in the fu tu re . . . in ev ­ 
ery instance where an Asian na­ 
tion comes u nder attack or is 
threatened, we mu st not au to­ 
matically assu me the bu rden of 
defense as we did in Korea and 
. . . Vienam." 
Nix on wants, as president, to 
hav e a series of personal meet­ 
ings with the top men of the 
Kremlin. He believ es that u n­ 
less Washington-Moscow talk s 
are held there are areas, as the 
Middle East, where the United 
States and Sov iet Union are 
headed toward a confrontation 
that wou ld ex plode into nu clear 
war. 
Nix on is k nown to believ e the 
United States mu st mend fences 
than su mmer du st, and it is 
su ggested that ou r merchants 
shou ld indu ce the street sprin­ 
k ler to continu e his work as 
long as necessary .

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— Declaring America’s space 
program 
a 
wise inv estment, 
Vice President Hubert H. Hum* 
phrey predicts the nation “ will 
pay Hie price” for not inv esting 
more funds for future space re­ 
search. 
“ The space program has con­ 
tributed greatly to the structure 
of our nation.” Humphrey told 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration officials meeting 
here Tuesday to rev iew prepar­ 
ations for an around-the-moon 
flight by the three Apollo 8 as­ 
tronauts at Christmastime. 
“ I hav e felt it has been under­ 
funded at times and we will pay 
the price.” the v ice president 
said while ex plaining that Con­ 
gress and the J ohnson adminis­ 
tration cut space spending be­ 
cause of other priorities. 
“ I feel it is a wise inv estment 
on the part of Congress and the 
public,” Humphrey said refer­ 
ring to space research. ‘Til do 
what I can as a priv ate citizen 
and a former chairman of the 
space council to see it is fund­ 
ed.” 
Humphrey , who as v ice presi­ 
dent is chairman of the National 
Aeronautics and Space Council 
which adv ises President J ohn­ 
son on space policy , v isited 
Cape Kennedy for fiv e hours 
Tuesday en route to Washington 
from Miami, where he and his 
wife Muriel were v acationing. 
He receiv ed a first-hand re­ 


port from the three Apollo 8 pi­ 
lots who plan to fly around the 
moon 
at 
Christmastime—Air 
Force 
Col. 
Frank 
Borman, 
Nav y Capt. J ames A. Lov ell J r. 
and Air Force Maj. William A. 
Anders—then made like an as­ 
tronaut himself by performing a 
make-believ e rendezv ous inside 
a mock spaceship. 


The v ice president said he 
may return to Cape Kennedy to 
v iew the crew blast off Dec. 21 
atop their 363-foot-tall Saturn 5 
moon rocket. 
Ly ing on the command pilot’s 
couch inside the spacecraft sim­ 
ulator, Humphrey operated con­ 
trols while two other astronauts 
inv olv ed with the Apollo 9 mis­ 
sion scheduled for launching in 
February , Air Force Lt. Col. 
Dav id R. Scott and Nav y Cmdr. 
Richard F. Gordon, told him 
how* to perform a rendezv ous. 
“ I think y ou better stop that, 
Mr. Vice President,” Gordon 
quipped one time when sight­ 
ings on a spaceship telev ision 
screen indicated Humphrey was 
approaching the target too rap­ 
idly . “ Youre going to run right 
through it.”

Kishwaukee’s 
Enrollment Up 


MALTA — Kishwaukee 
Col­ 
lege’s enrollment continues to 
climb and has now reached the 
68 3 mark. 
The college opened in Septem­ 
ber for the first time with 614 
students registered, but addi­ 
tional courses hav e been added 
since that time. 
The 683 students enrolled at 
the college are taking 5 ,662 se 
mester hours of study with 592 
enrolled in 5 ,47 8 credit hours 
according to Norman J enkins, 
director of student personnel 
serv ices. 


Corn prices hav e mov ed up 15 
to 20 cents a bushel from the 
low point reached during har­ 
v est time. Both spot prices and 
futures hav e mov ed up about 15 
cents. Recent cash prices of­ 
fered to 
farmers hav e 
been 
about 20 cents higher than of­ 
fers made in September for de­ 
liv ery at this time. 
The three most important rea­ 
sons for this rise in corn prices 
seem to be: (1) Yields per acre 
in some areas were much below 
ex pectations. (2) Most farmers 
refused to sell their corn at the 
low prices offered earlier. (3) 
Ex port demand has been v ery 
strong. 
The disappointing com y ields 
nav e attracted the most atten­ 
tion and comment. Complaints 
were especially numerous from 
southern, central and eastern Il­ 
linois. Many farmers in these 
areas found that 
their 
corn 
y ields were 10 to 30 bushels less 
than ex pected; in some fields, 
the shortage was ev en greater. 
On the other hand, a few sec­ 
tions of Illinois report better 
y ields than last y ear: 
In most other 
Corn 
Belt 
y ields were higher this y ear 
than in 1967 . Last y ear, for com­ 
parison, the other states 4id not 
hav e the high y ields Illinois did. 
The official crop report, issued 
on Nov . 12, lists the av erage 
corn y ield in Illinois at 91 bush­ 
els per acre. An av erage of 103 
jushels was reported on the first 
of September; 100 bushels, for 
the 1967 crop. 
The U.S. av erage y ield is now 
officially estimated at 7 9 bush­ 
els per acre — compared with 
83 bushels reported Sept. 1 and 
7 8 bushels harv ested last y ear. 
Total U.S. corn production is 
now calculated at 4,440 million 
bushels — six per cent less than 
in 1967 . While this amount may 
fall short of the needs for do 
mestic use and ex ports, the def­ 
icit (if any ) will be made up 
by drawing on carry ov er stocks. 
The carry ov er of old corn on 
Oct. 1 was estimated at 1,146 
million bushels. Of this carry -

ov er, about 7 00 million bushels 
was under price support. This 
leav es about 430 million bushels 
of “ free” corn. 
There are no official figures 
on the amount of new corn that 
farmers 
hav e 
sold. Reports 
from many elev ators, howev er, 
indicate that farmers sold v ery 
little at harv est time. 
Foreign demand for corn is 
alway s strong during the Octo- 
ber-December quarter. A y ear 
ago, 
for ex ample, 
ex porters 
loaded more than two million 
bushels 
per day 
during this 
three-month period. 
This y ear foreign buy ers are 
especially anx ious to get corn 
at this time. They want to get 
ample stocks built up before the 
dock workers go on strike. 
The bull market in corn car­ 
ried prices to near, or abov e, 
the price-support loan lev el. The 
price adv ance reduced the in­ 
centiv e for farmers to 
store 
their grain. Thus, not as much 
corn will be locked up under 
loans than might hav e been had 
the market price remained low. 
The final result of all this may 
be that corn prices will reach 
their peak much earlier than 
has been ex pected. 
As a rule, prices for short 
crops reach their peak early in 
the marketing y ear.

The phy sician, Dr. J anet C. 
Trav ell, writes in the current 
McCall’s magazine that Kenne­ 
dy , then 38 and 12 y eras older 
than Mrs. Kennedy , said, ‘‘I 
don’t want her to think she mar­ 
ried either an old man or a crip­ 
ple.” 
Dr. Trav ell wrote how she 
knocked down a rumor that 
Kennedy had Addison’s disease 
in a report he asked her to write 
for him a y ear before the 196 0 
Democratic conv ention in Los 
Angeles. 
At that time she wrote that 
Kennedy had nev er had either 
of the “ readily v isible” signs of 
the disease—bluish discoloration 
of the mucous membranes of 
the mouth and deep pigmenta­ 
tion of the skin. 


The Addison’s disease rumor 
cropped up just before the con­ 
v ention, say s Dr. Trav ell, and 
Robert F. Kennedy , campaign 
manager for his brother, denied 
J ohn had the disease or had tak­ 
en cortisone for it. 
Dr. 
Trav ell 
said 
Sargent 
Shriv er 
telephoned 
her 
after 
Robert Kennedy ’s remarks and 
she 
told 
him: 
“ Well, 
that’s 
right. J ack hasn’t taken corti­ 
sone in y ears. 
“ Of course, he does take some 
relativ es of cortisone but in the 
way he uses them in phy siologi­ 
cal doses, they ’re not drugs. 
Bobby can say that those hor­ 
mones are natural constituents of 
the body and they ’re giv en pro- 
phy lactically , to make up for 
some deficiency of his adrenals 
when he’s under stress. 
“ J ack feels so well that his 
doctors are not inclined to stop 
them now.” 
Soon after the 196 0 election, 
she said, Kennedy remarked to 
her that ev ery president elected 
in a y ear div isible by 20 had 
died in office. 
Another time, she said, Ken­ 
nedy told her, “ Why should I 
worry about a second term? My 
wife will hav e a pension, and 
my children will be well cared 
for.” 
Dr. Trav ell relates that she 
once was driv ing with Kennedy 
when, looking out the car win­ 
dow he saw someone in another 
auto pointing something at him. 
“ I could see him tense,” Dr. 
Trav ell wrote, adding that she 
told him, “ It’s only a child with 
a mov ie camera.” 
“ He took a deep breath and 
said, as he resumed reading, ‘I 
will not liv e in fear. What will 
be, must be.’ ”

The code of ethics adopted by 
the Senate last March includes 
a general ban on employ es or 
officers of the Senate receiv ing, 
soliciting, distributing, or being 
the custodian of campaign funds 
for senators or other federal of­ 
ficials. 


This 
prohibition, 
howev er, 
does not apply to any assistant 
designated by the senator in 
writing 
to 
handle 
campaign 
funds and who is paid ov er 
$10,000 a y ear. 


Restricting the political fund 
activ ities of Senate employ es 
was recommended by the Sen­ 
ate Rules Committee in 196 4 aft­ 
er its inv estigation of Baker, 
former secretary to the Senate’s 
Democratic majority who was 
accused of mishandling cam­ 
paign funds. 


The bipartisan Select Commit­ 
tee on Standards and Conduct 
had 
recommended 
a 
tighter 
curb than the Senate adopted 
when it incorporated a code of 
ethics into its rules. 


The committee also recom­ 
mended the only ex ception be 
one assistant to a senator, ex ­ 
pressly designated, who could 
receiv e campaign funds solely 
for transmittal to the candidate

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
surgeon 
general 
say s 
early 
cases of the new Hong Kong flu 
hav e been mild, but a lot of peo­ 
ple will still spend two or three 
day s in bed with the disease this 
winter. 
Dr. William H. Stewart said In 
an interv iew the new flu ap­ 
pears free of complications or 
aftereffects, ev en though “ y ou 
still don’t feel v ery good when 
y ou hav e it.” 
After 
two 
or 
three 
day s 
“ y ou’re back on y our feet, but 
y ou don’t feel quite up to par. 
It’s no more serious than ordi­ 
nary influenza.” 
Stewart said persons in good 
health and under 6 5 y ears of age 
won’t ev en need the v accine de­ 
v eloped to ward off the disease. 
But the surgeon general said 
he ex pects the disease to reach 
epidemic proportions. 
- “ I think it’s safe to say that 
we will hav e an activ e y ear— 
that we will hav e a lot of people 
who hav e this kind of flu,” Dr. 
Stewart said. 
So far public health officials 
hav e identified flu outbreaks 
among Marines in San Diego 
and civ ilians in Needles, Calif., 
as being of the Hong Kong v ar­ 
iety . 
But flu outbreaks suspected to 
be of the Hong Kong v ariety 
hav e occurred in Colorado and 
New J ersey . Officials ex pect to 
know within a few day s whether 
the new strain was inv olv ed. 
The 
surgeon 
general 
noted 
that absentee rates in Needles 
schools ran about 20 per cent, 
compared to rates of up to 4 0 
per cent past flu outbreaks. He 
said it is too early to tell wheth­ 
er this is a hopeful sign. 
The new strain, officially des­ 
ignated A2-Hong Kong-6 8 be­ 
cause it was first noted in Hong 
Kong this y ear, is a v ariety of 
the A2 flu that went around last 
y ear. 
Stewart said v accine supplies 
should be adequate for those 
who need protection. 
The Hong Kong strain is the 
most different since the 1957 ep­ 
idemic that drov e flu deaths 
100,000 abov e normal for the 
y ear in the U.S.

Due to the dual hunting sea< 
so n o f deer and pheasant cent 
ing at the same time this 
y ear, pheasant hunters are re« 
quired to wear the same clo th­ 
ing as that o f the deer hunter. 


This clo thing sho uld be: n 
so lid o utfit (mo aning cap and 
v est o r Jacket) either red, o r­ 
ang e o r y ello w in co lo r. 


Any o ne caug ht no t wearing 
this ty pe o f o utfit during this 
dual hunting seaso n will he 
g iv en a ticket. These tickets 
are no t meant so much as n 
punishment to the hunter, but 
as a metho d o f keeping the in­ 
div idual aliv e. 


Listo n listed an ex ample ef 
hav ing an av erag e hunter,
